- ‘gea-walls, piers and lighthouses, the erection 
and maintenance of Government buildings, 
the construction and arrangement of build- 
nga generally—all these and many others, 
even to the issue of squatters’ licences—come 

~ within the province of the Public Works 
“Department. And on each and every one 
of these subjects something has to be said 
in the Director's annual report. It is not 
possible i in the space of a column, or even 
4ywo, to touch upon all these topics. One 
subject dealt with in the Report’ is of 
sufficient public interest to monopolise all

Tho actusl construction of the Reclamation 
was commenced in February, 1900; so that 
shout 14 years lave been occupied in its execu- 
tion. . In an outlying part of the Harbour such 
a reclamation could have been carried out in less 
than half the time, as it would have been possi- 
dle to proceed with tho entire work simultan- 
eously, bat such an arrangement in the casa of 
tho Praya Reclamation, which extends though- 
out'dho entira frontage of the principal business 
part of the city, world have: cansed intolerable 
inconvenience, and. consequently it had to be 
earried out by degrees. - There worg alzo other 
‘circumstances which seriously affected the yro- 
greas of the work, 


» ‘The original design of the new Praya Wall 
was propared when Mr. J. M. Price was at tho 
head of the Public Works Dopartment. Just 
‘before tho conimoncoment of the Reclamation 
Works héwar eideceded by Mr. 8. Brown; who 
made ‘some fundementel alterations in Mr. 
..Price’s design necessitating the employment of 
special plant, some of which had to be obtained 
from England. Although therubble foundations 
for tho Praya Wall were boing proceeded with 
while thé special plant was being obtained, a 
‘yenson’s low tides were lost, and it may bo said 
that ‘the works suffered a year's delay, at the 
autsot, through the change in design.

Anather causo of delay was the poriod ‘of 
severe Qoprossion and scarcity of money which 
was oxporienced in 1892, when- doubts arose as 
to whethor tho Marino Lot-owners could fulfil 
their obligations in providing the funds 
necessary for the completion of the authorised 
works. Tho letting of new ‘contracts was 
postponed until it was decided that the scheme 
was fo bo gone on with and carriod to complo- 
tion, and, before this decision was arrived at, a 
season's low tidés wore lost, causing practically:

According ‘to the original programme, the 
Reclamation was to be commented simultaneous- 
ly at both enda,and the works were to be curried 
on until they mot in the middle ; but owing to 
tho refusal of ‘the Lot-owners on Section No, 
Iw to coe into the scheme, that portion of tho 
Reclamation was not taken in hand until 1598. 
Tn carrying it out, tho rubble foundations of 
the sen wall subsided repeatedly, and caused 
more trouble and delay than any other equal 
longth of foundations. : 

Owing, however, to delays on the part of the 


contractor for, Section No. 6w, Mr. Tsang,

practically simultaneously with it, 

Much of the work performed on the Reela- 
mation isinvisible, the foundations of the Praya

‘When it is mentioned that the cost of the 
entire work por ‘sqaure foot of building Jond 
hos umounted to about 82 to $3, and that por- 
tons of the land in tho Western and central 
districts havo realised $8.78 and $20.00 per 
square foot, respectively, there can ‘be no ques- 
tion ag to the success of-the scheme from a} 
financial point of view. The scheme has also 
been of great benefit in providing new and wide 
thoroughfaresthroughout tho principal portion of 
the City and in affording sccommodation for the 
greatderelopment which has oecurred in thetrade 
and population of the Colony. In addition to 
the sum expended -npan the Reclamation 
itself, a, large sum, probably about $4,000,000, 
has been spent in the erection of buildings on it. 


RUSSIAN TRANSPORT DIFFICUL- 
| TIES. a 


A Frenchman having business transactions 
with Russia, who is consequently interested in 
obtaining accurate information, told the Times 
Paris, correspondent that, should the Russian 
communications with Port Axthur be inter-' 
rupted, there would not be sufficient provisions 
there for ¥.ach more than a fortnight. The 
ammunition for the forts was to have arrived by 
gea, but camot now reach its destination. The 
Jack of aupplies all round is thus a fresh proof 
that ‘war, if expectol in_5S. Petersburg, broke 
ont very much earlicr than -was anticipated. 
The Timea correspondent’s informant . has 
travelled over the Trans-Siborian railway, and 
his experience confirms that of many other 
experts that thore is considerable risk thut this 
line of communicution may be cut off, at all 
events for a time. : 

Ho mentioned another point of weakness con: 
neoted with the despateh of reizforcements from 
Russie to the seatZof war, The quantity of pro; 
visions for the troops in Muanchurin is in- 
adequate to their requirerents, and it is difficult 
to supply the deficiency jin tho country. ‘ 
reinforcements proceeding daily to the front 
have to take their own supplies for fhe long 
journey, while provisions for the army already 
at the seat of war have to be forwarded along 
the same overland!route. All this contributes 
to the congestion of traffic and delays the arrival 
of fresh troops. Tha same authority says forged 
rouble notes} have already been introduced into 
Manchuria on a large scale. A change in the 
weather ‘occurs in those elimes about the month 
of. May, but there is nd waked transition 
between the winter and summer as is the case in 
cortain parts of Europe, where before the suow 
has completely melted on one side of the road: 
flowers are in bloom on the other. | As soon as 
the hot weather sets in sickness among troops 
will create a serious! difficulty for the Russians. 
These considerations alone imposo certain 
‘cautions on army contractors,’ which will ? 
casily conjectured by those conversant with mili- 
tary affairs. No doubt, too, allthose contracting 
“pusinoss with Russia are obliged to reckon to 9 
eortain extent with the internal situation of the 
Empire. Itisa constant subject of conversation 
among prominent Russians themselves outside 
their own country, ‘ati all events among those 


who divide’ their time between 8. Petersburg 
fand Paris.” . .
